INTERCOLLEGIATE MEET.. 

In the thirty-second annual track 
arid field meet of the Intercollegiate 
Association of the Amateur Ath- 
letes of America, in the Harvard 
Stadium, Saturday, Pennsylvania 
won first place with 33 points, 
Michigan second with 29, Yale 
third with 23, Cornell, which has 
won the last two years, was fourth 
with 15 points. Others were Yale, 
Princeton, Harvard, Syracuse, 
Swarthmore, Dartmouth, Amherst 
and Williams-

He said there is 
danger in delay, and that the long- 
er one delays the less the chances 
of ever engaging in business inde- 
pendently.

This complete change in the poli- 
cy of the conduct of the paper, from 
private to University control, which 
has been effected by the present 
management, has entailed an un- 
usual amount of work and expense 
upon this year’s Staff, everything 
having to be built up from the very 
bottom, some of it largely experi- 
mental and with no data from pre- 
vious years to work upon. 

But the management has suc- 
ceeded in placing the paper upon a 
sound financial basis, free from 
debts, and will hand down to their 
successors much yaluable data that 
will save much labor and expense. 
However, that which is most need- 
ed. student interest, they can not as- 
sure to next year’s Staff. That 
desideratum has been as sadly 
lacking this year as ever. Nor does 
there seem to be any way of arous- 
ing it. All admit that the Univer- 
sity should have a paper, and that 
it would be deplorable if such an 
institution could not support at least 
a weekly, but few are willing to do 
anything toward this end. 

Many like to read the paper, but 
few pay for it; in fact the money 
received from subscriptions would 
not pay two months’ expenses of 
issuing it. 

Yet it is believed that the time 
will come when there will be a cry- 
ing need of a daily paper and when 
such a need will be filled, as the 
University learns more and more 
to look to its publication for infor- 
mation of its daily life.
